gency that provides quality residential, recreational, and vocational services to developmentally 
jisabled individuals. Chief Executive Officer and President of TARGET, Dr. Don Rabush, Ed.D., 
Westminster, who has been offering his own summer home on the lake for many years to the 
vacationers, is understandably delighted that the project has come to fruition and can now more 
efficiently serve about 100 individuals throughout the summer months. District 1-A Delegate George 
C. Edwards also played a role in the project by successfully introducing a bill in the Maryland 
General Assembly that provided grant funds for the construction of the 6,700 square foot, 10- 
bedroom, seven-bath, three kitchen facility, complete with recreation and conference centers. (The 
facility will be offered for use during the off-season as a meeting place for non-profit organizations 
or as a retreat for small groups.) Many local individuals and businesses have supported the group's 
efforts, including the Deep Creek Lake Lions Club and Casselman Lumber Company, which 
donated labor and materials, respectively, for the construction of a boathouse; the U.S. Marine 
Corps and Bill's Marine Service, which provided a Bayliner boat; and Dave Houston, local lake 
resident who provided the group with a golf cart (an indispensable mode of travel for some of the 
vacationing guests.)

Can we grow vegetables without spraying them with 
pesticides? 

Pesticides and weedkillers are dangerous to the health 
of humans and their pets and to birds and other wildlife 
Rachel Carson's famous book, Silent Spring, made it clear 
that our environment is widely contaminated with the 
poisons used to control insects 

Organic farmers and gardeners do not use pesticides or 
weedkillers or artificial fertilizers on their crops, gardens 
and lawns. They have many safer methods of controlling 
insects and plant diseases. Among them are 

* Selecting plan varieties with the greatest resistance 

* Using organic fertilizers. Natural materials that build 
up the soil include animal manures, compost, humus and 
rock powders. These provide the major nutnents, nitrogen 
potassium and phosphorous, plus trace minerals. A rich, 
fertile soil will yield healthy plants which are more resistant 
to diseases and insects than weak plants 

* Mulching, to control weeks, conserves moisture and 
improves the soil 

* Attracting a variety of b 
ontrolling insects, but they will leave a gar den that has 
been sprayed with pesticides and weedkillers

Under Charter Rule 
executive power will be 
vested in a professional 
administrator, a person who 
is trained to operate county 
governments and who has 
acquired experience in the 
field by serving in similar 
governments or businesses 
The administrator will 
carry out the _ laws, 
ordinances and policies of 
the council 

Neither system guaran 
tees higher or lower costs, 
better or worse legislators 
or administrators Good and 
bad, efficient and wasteful 
can flourish under either 
system. In the long run, the 
change has nothing to do 
with individuals presently 
in power nor with those who 
want to be in power. The 
true issues concern who will 
govern the county

Alcohol Awareness 
Program Changes 


Are Announced 


The 1992 session of the 
Maryland General Assembly 
made several changes to a 
1989 state law that requires 
the licensee or an employee of 
an establishment that serves 
alcoholic beverages for on 
site consumption tocomplete 
an approved alcohol aware- 
ness training course, says 
State Comptroller Louis L 
Goldstein 

“The legislature, among 
other things, expanded the 
alcohol awareness training 
requirement forthe first time 
tole ho! 


le

ees who sell 





beverages for off-site con- 
sumption. Those licensees are 
required to attend an ap 
proved training course be 
fore July 1, 1993,” Goldstein 
said 

According to other 
changes enacted by the legis 
lature, licensees or employ 
ees whocurrently holda valid 
alcohol awareness training 
certificate must be retrained 
every four years afterJuly 1, 
1993. An alcohol awareness 
training certificate issued on 
or after October 1, 1992, will 
have a four-year validity. the 
legislature also decided that 
an alcohol training certifi 
cate issued prior to August 1 
1989, will not be valid after 
July 1, 1993 

The law now also man 
dates that all approved alco 
hol awareness training 
courses must include a sec 
tion of how to determine if a 
customer is under the legal 
drinking age 

The comptroller has ap 
proved 22 training programs 
that can be used to comply 
with the state law. The pro 
grams provide training on 
the effects of alcohol on the 
body, on serving alcohol ina 
way that minimizes intox! 
cation, stopping service be- 
fore the customer is intoxi 
cated, and drinking and driv- 
ing 

The training program 
providers are required to no 
tify the respective county li- 
quor boards of the names and 
addresses of individuals they 
have certified, along with the 
certification date and the 
name and address of the li 
censed establishment the per 
son represents 

“Local liquor boards are 
monitoring the alcohol aware 
ness training requirements 
as part of their routine liquor 
dealer inspections,” Goldstein 
said 

Penalties for non-compli 
ance include a first offense 
fine of $100 and subsequent 
offenses carry a $500 fine 
and/or suspension of liquor 
licenses

The Frostburg State Uni 
versity Planetarium offers 
Sky Explorers,” a summer 
course for third through 
eighth graders interested in 
astronomy. The class will 
meet Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday, August 11-13 
and 18-20, 7:30-9 p.m. Early 
registration is advised asthe 
class will be limited to 20 
students.

According to Dr. Bob 
Doyle, director of the FSU 
Planetarium and instructor 
of the course, one of the most 
interesting science areas for 
students in the primary and 
middle school grades is outer 
space, and many students 
receive telescopes as gifts 
which all too soon find their 
way into a closet or attic, 
rarely to be seen again.

Rabies Advice 
Is Offered By 
Health Officer 


The vaccination of dogs 
and cats against the deadly 
rabies virus is one of the 
most critical measures per- 
sons can take to protect 
family members and the pets 
from the disease, according 
to Dr. Rex Archer, Garrett 
County health officer. Un- 
vaccinated family pets that 
are exposed to the virus 
must be destroyed in order 
to protect family members 
from getting the disease 
Archer expressed concern 
with the number of unvacci- 
nated dogs and cats that had 
to be destroyed in 1991 for 
that reason 

The health department 
confirmed 27 positive rabies 
cases last year, including 23 
raccoons, three skunks, and

dog and cat food; a variety of 
telephone services; pay-per 
view and cash 
sales of food at « olleges and 


television; 


hospital snack bars, cafete- 
rias and vending machines 
became taxable 

In addition, the state ciga- 
rette tax increased to 36cents 
per pack and the gasoline tax 
increased to 23.5 cents per 
gallon 

The second phase of tax 
law changes began June 1, 
when credit reporting and 
security services and specific 
snack and prepared foods sold 
in grocery or convenience 
stores became taxable

Continue Safe 
Boating Effort 

Maryland Natural Re- 
s Police announce the 
ontinuation of the Safer 
Waterways through Alcohol 
Monitoring Patrols 
SWAMP) program, which 
was initiated in 1986 

High visibility saturation 
patrols are deployed in 
selected areas throughout 
the state. According to the 
DNR Police, statistics com- 
piled by the NRP alcohol 
enforcement program are 
used to establish SWAMP 
sites, and Deep Creek Lake 
has been selected to conduct 
SWAMP programs on July 4, 
July 18, and August 8 

The operation consists of 
at least three patrol units 
and six officers who have 
been trained in advanced 
alcohol detection techniques. 
Any vessel suspected of 
violating the state’s boating 
laws will be stopped and 
inspected, according to a 
DNR spokesperson. Officers 
will look specifically for 
violations traditionally

An Update From 
The Superintendent

\uthorized through the National School Lunch Act of 
1946 with cash grants to states, the National School Lunch 
Program was initiated. The money was to be used for the 
nitiation and maintenance of non-profit school lunch pro 
grams. However, it was not until 1970 that the General 
Assembly of Maryland enacted legislation stipulating that 
every public school system in the state should provide a 
subsidized and/or free feeding program. The State Board of 
Education was designated to develop and publish the stan 
lards to be met by the children who would benefit from the 
program 

While performing physicals for young men and women 
being drafted intothe armed forces, it was discovered that 
nly one out of every five applicants passed the minimum 
requirements. Therefore, Congress enacted the National 
School Lunch Act with a goal to improve the health and well 
being of the American youth. In this act was also a provision 
that foods from the Department of Agriculture's surplus and

Weight Gain Leads to Gout in 
White Men 
According to a report in Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, excessive weight gain in- 
creases the risk of gout in white men. Beginning in 
1947, the Johns Hopkins University School of Medi- 
cine followed medical school graduates via yearly 
questionnaires. In 1989, researchers mailed a ques- 
tionnaire to 56 of 60 men who had gout (4 had died) 
Of these, 95 percent developed gout between ages 
35 and 60. Excessive weight gain in young adult- 
hood was associated with a twofold risk of develop- 
ing gout. This evidence underscores the benefit of a 
sensible diet and exercise throughout life

The Road Ahead 


SNOOPING AROUND ON MARYLAND BRIDGES 
by Chuck Brown-Office of Public Affairs 


Being an adventuresome kid, | went to all the amuse 
ment parks, fairs and carnivals! could get to. Once there 
I'd stand in line forever just to get on one ride. From the 


Avalanche” to the “Zipper,” I've twisted, zigged, zagged 
rolled and splashed on the best of them. All of them but the 
Snooper.’ 

On the Snooper, unlike other rides, you're accompanied 
by an Engineering Technician and have to wear a hard hat 
What kind of ride requires all that? Actually, the Snooper 
is no an amusement ride at all. The Snooper is an under 
bridge inspection unit used by the Maryland State Highway 
Administration (SHA) to inspect Maryland bridges and 
overpasses 

The unit hasa bucket attached toa 45-foot crane which 
goes over, around and under a bridge 

While going over the side of a bridge in a little bucket 
may seem fun tosome people, “It’s a serious job,” according 
to SHA Engineering Technician Harry Warnick, who oper 
ates one of the four state-owned inspection units. “We have 
to be extremely careful. We're usually pretty high up in the 
air and have to be alert at al! times,” Warnick said. “I don’t 
recommend it for people who are afraid of heights.” 

Technicianslike Warnick conduct hands-on inspections 
on Maryland's 2,393 bridges and overpasses constructed 
and maintained by SHA 

The state moved to the hands-on inspection program 
(actually yoing under the structure to look and feel for 
defects) several years ago, according toJoseph Miller, SHA 
division chief of Bridge Inspection and Remedial Engineer 
ing.

Goodman said there is 
no mystery asto why health 
care costs are rising in the 
United States. When people 
enter the medical market- 
place today, typically they 
are not spending their own 
money 

“They are usually apend- 
ing someone else’ $s money - 

: mployers’ money, it’s 
insurance companies’ 
money, it’s government 
money. For every dollar 
spent at ahospital, less than 
5 cents comes directly out of 
the patient’s pocket. The 
other 95 cents is forwarded 
by someone else. Every time 
we spend a dollar at the 
doctor's office, less than 19 
cents comes directly out of 
the patient's pocket. If we 
did this in any other field, 
we would have exploding 
costs.” 

According to Goodman, 
in every other country in- 
stitutional controls have 
been developed to control 
such as placing CT 
scanners in hospitals that 
are 75 miles apart 

In the United States, the 
only country where people 
can freely enter the mar- 
ketplace, choose from a va- 
riety of tests and have some- 
one else pay for it, our sys- 
tem can be “wasteful,” he 
said 

Goodman cited proce- 
dures available in the 
United States, such as cos- 
metic surgery, that fre- 
quently are not covered by 


insurance. In such cases 
providers are forced to pro- 
vide detailed, up-front in- 
formation about costs 

“These providers are 
forced to be competitive, 
which leads to cost contain- 
ment -- practices that are 
lacking with other proce- 
dures,” he explained. 

Goodman contended 
changes can be made with- 
out resorting to a national- 
ized system. 

“When we're spending 
other peoples’ money we're 
not the same careful, pru- 
dent consumers we are 
when we spend our own 
money,” he said 

In a study of health care 
costs over the past 30 years, 
Goodman's firm has found 
that the percent of a person's 
income spent out-of-pocket 
on health costs has in- 
creased very slowly. The 
explosion hascome in third- 
party spending 

According to Goodman, 
proof of the savings achieved 
through greater personal 
control is shown in cities 
where families choose high 
deductibles. In cities with 
average health care costs, if 
a family uses a $1,000 de 
ductible instead of a $250 
deductible, that family will 
save about $1,350 on health 
insurance premiums per 


costs, 
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year, he said 

Goodman said health 
programs should be devel 
oped that allow the publi 
to control the money spent 
on health costs 

“The public is much bet 
ter off when it controls the 
money and pays for the 
smaller expenses and uses 
insurance only for large, 
catastrophic and risky 
medical events,” he said 

Current tax laws that 
discriminate against farm 
ers and other self-employed 
individuals also encourage 
runaway health costs 

“We have a tax law that 
says if your employer buys 
health insurance for you, 
instead of paying wages, 
those premiums avoid a 28 
percent income tax, 15.3 
percent Social Security and 
FICA tax, and a 4, 5 or 6 
percent state or local income 
ax,” Goodman said. “In es 
sence, the government is 
paying about half the pre- 
mium. This is a very gener- 
ous subsidy that encourages 
us to continue doing things 
as we are now 

“By comparison, if you 
are self-employed, you're 
forced to pay taxes first and 
then pay for your health 
insurance with what is left 
over. So the self-employed 
are paying nearly twice as 
much for their health care 
as those covered by employ- 
ers.” 


Testing Available 
For West Virginia 
Corn Producers 


Are you interested in 
saving money on fertilizer? 
If you are, consider testing 
your corn fields for nitro 
gen fertilizer needs, advises 
the Preston County Soil 
Conservation Service 

Nitrogen is an essential 
plant nutrient for corn pro 
duction. Research has 
shown a relationship be 
tween the amount of plant 
available-nitrogen andcorn 
production. When nitrogen 
fertilizer is increased, pro 
duction will increase to a 
point. At this point, added 
nitrogen will not increase 
production. Therefore, corn 
producers should have re 
alistic yield goals to deter- 
mine their nitrogen fertil 
izer needs. Realistic yield 
goals, based on soil capabil 
ity and management, will 
help the corn producers 
avoid over-fertilization of 
their corn fields 

Recent technological ad- 
vances in the agricultural 
community have made pos- 
sible the determination of 
the amount of nitrogen a 
corn plant needs to reach a 
realistic yield goal. The Ni- 
trate Quick Test developed 
by Penn State and Hawk 
Creek Laboratory can ana- 
lyze soil samplestaken from 
corn fields to provide soil 
nitrate amounts. Based 
upon the soil nitrate con 
tent, a sidedress nitrogen 
fertilizer recommendation 
can be made 

Last year, 14 Preston 
County farmers partici- 
pated in the soil nitrate test- 
ing program totaling 450 
acres with 91 fields tested. 
“Corn producers saved ap- 
proximately 27,000 pounds 
of nitrogen with an esti- 
mated cost savings of $8,000 
to the participants,” accord- 
ing to Joe Hatton, NPS En- 
vironmental Specialist, 
WVSSCC, “and with no de- 
crease in production due to 
lack of nitrogen.” 

Nitrate is the organic 
form of nitrogen. Nitrate 
sources of nitrogen come 
from manures, legumes, 
crop residues, cover crops, 
etc. These nitrogen sources 
are readily available on 
farms and can be used to 
save dollars for fertilizer 
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The problem with these or 
ganic sources is determin 


ing the nutrient content, 
specifically nitrogen, for 
crop production. The Ni 


trate Quick Test can ana 
lyze these soils for organic 
content. By doing so, the 
corn growers should be able 
to cut back on the commer 
cial fertilizers needed to 
grow their corn, and still 
reach their yield goals

Additionally, Commise 
sioner Koellein urges par 
ents to take several extra 
steps to ensure the safety of 
their child 

* Watch the ride in op 
eration and make sure your 
child can ride it safely 

* observe the ride opera 
tor for alertness and aware 
ness of ride operation, and; 

* explain to the child 
about appropriate behavior

tate to ask the ride operator 
to stop the ride if their child 
cries or shows signs of dis 
tress.

Extension Service 
Offers Advice 
On Mosquitoes 


Persons planning to 
spend time in the great out- 
doors this summer will most 
likely have at least several 
encounters with one of warm 
weather's insect pests: the 
mosquito 

Although mosquitoes in 
North America don’t trans- 
mit diseases like those in the 
tropics do, their bites can 
cause an itching sensation 
that ranges from barely no- 
ticeable to unbearable, said 
Dr. Lee Hellman, an ento- 
mologist with the Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice 

Fortunately, there are 
strategies to follow in limit- 
ing the mosquito population 
and exposure to the insects 

One of the best control 
strategies on the home front, 
according to Hellman, is to 
have well-maintained screens 
on all windows and doors 
These barriers effectively 
deny access tothe blood-suck 
ing pests 

While hiking, picnicking 
or just sitting out in the back 
yard, an insect repellent is 
the best defense. DEET, the 
active ingredient in such re 
pellents, seems to disorient 
the mosquitoes so they don’t 
know where to bite. Mos 
quito repellents remain effec

tive for 15 minutes toan hour, 
so persons should be sure to 
reapply them if they plan to 
remain outside for an ex- 
tended period of time. 

Another way to minimize 
mosquito bites is to avoid go- 
ing outside during the times 
the insects are most active 

“Although some types of 
mosquitoes are active all day, 
most varieties in the Mid- 
Atlantic area come out just 
after sundown andare active 
for about two hours,” said 
Hellman. “If you avoid going 
outside during the block of 
time, you'll reduce your 
changesof being bitten.” 

Mosquitoes seek out and 
key in on carbon dioxide; the 
higherthe level, the greater 
the attraction. Thiscreates a 
problem forcampers sleeping 
in tents 

“The amount of carbon 
dioxide builds up in the en- 
closed space of the tent as you 
sleep,” explains Hellman.“As 
it leaks out the windows, it 
draws mosquitoes that hang 
around the door flaps, wait- 
ing for an unsuspecting vic- 
tim.” 

The most important step 
in minimizing the problem is 
to keep the tent screens 
zipped. Hellman also sug- 
gests spraying them in the 
evening with an insecticide 
registered for indoor insect 
control. (In addition to pro- 
tecting sleeping campers 
from mosquitoes, such insec- 
ticides also kill tiny biting 
insects that can fit between 
the webbed spaces inscreens.) 

While wet weather ises- 
pecially conductive to their 
breeding, standing pools or 
puddles of water make it pos- 
sible for mosquitoes to breed 
even during drier periods; so 
Hellman recommended emp- 
tying flowerpots, buckets, old 
tires and any other contain- 
ers in which water has accu- 
mulated. Persons should 
change the water in bird 
bathsor wading pools atleast 
once a week 

“Mosquitoes seek out 
small sources of water,” he 
explains. "If you let water 
sit for more than 10 days or 
so, you may end up with a 
new generation of mosqui-

Gortner Area 
House Saved By

A Gortner area house of 
historic significance was 
saved by a quick response by 
neighbors and several area 
fire departments last 
Thursday afternoon after 
fire broke out in the attic of 
the two-story wood frame 
structure 

Oakland, Gorman, Deer 

Park, and Mount Grove 
volunteer fire departments 
were summoned to the 
residence of Ralph and 
Mary Ellen Lichty, located 
along Blue Ribbon Road just 
off U.S. Rt. 219 south of 
Oakland, at 2:05 p.m. Lichty 
was reportedly in a nearby 
field when he noticed smoke 
coming from the second 
story of the house. He 
quickly called for assistance, 
which came quickly and in 
abundance from neighbors, 
who were able to remove 
nearly all of the contents of 
the house before arrival of 
fire fighters 

The house is the former 
residence of Army General 
Benjamin Kelley, who lived 
there after the Civil War 

When fire fighters arrived 
on the scene, there was 
heavy smoke and flames 
coming from the attic and 
second floor. They quickly 
brought the blaze under 
control and most of the 
damage was confined to 
those areas. Damage was 
estimated at $50,000.

COMPUTERS IN THE SCHOOLS 
By Dr. Jerome Ryscavage 

(This week's update was written with the assistance of 
Chuck Trautwein, computer resource teacher.) 

Thanks largely to Potomac Edison, Garrett County 
school students, especially at the elementary level, are 
able to use computers regularly in their studies. We have 
a total of 268 Apple computers distributed between 12 
schools. Most of these computers are in a designated 
classroom we like to refer to as a computer classroom 
schools 
computer classroom, but have ove or two computers in 
each regular classroom. Each elementary school has its 

wn network which links the computers at that school 
together 

In our middle and high schools we use mostly IBM 
personal computers. Both Southern and Northern middle 
schools have acomputer lab of at least 30 IBM computers 
Northern and Southern High Schools have similar labs of 
IBM computers for general use. In addition, both high 

hools have a separate classroom of IBM computers 
which are used for the Career and Technology Education 
Programs at each school. We also have 20 computers in 
each Career and Technology Education Lab which are 
used primarily for teaching Business Data Processing 
Finally, Potomac Edison provided Southern 
High School with a classroom of 20 Apple computers 
These computers are the same type we use in the elementary 
schools and are used for math and science instruction 

An application of the use of computers which is probably 
yn the cutting edge of the way in which computers will be 
used in the 2000's is located at the Kitzmiller Elementary 
School. Kitzmiller was the first school to receive a computer 
classroom from Potomac Edison four years ago and the 
school served as a pilot for others in the county receiving 
the same classrooms. Since the first computer classroom 
was so successful, two years ago Potomac Edison placed a 
second computer classroom in the 4th/5th grade classroom 
at Kitzmiller. Mrs. Judy Burrell is the 4th/5th grade 
teacher at Kitzmiller and her classroom is the first 
regular classroom in Garrett in which every 
student has hi#her own computer and may be the first in 
the state. Mrs. Burrell’s students use the computers for 
approximately 70 percent of their instructional time and 
serve as a model for other schools to follow 

Basically, our teachers use computers as a tool for 
nstruction. Elementary school teachers at schools with 

ymputer classrooms have regular times to take students 
to the computer classroom for instruction. We have a 

n of software for elementary school teachers 
help their students achieve objectives and 

utcomes taught by the teacher. Each elementary school 
has a comprehensive math software package which models 
math, 
reports mastery of each student's achievement outcomes

Middle and high school teachers use computers in a 
similar fashion -- one difference being that all sixth grade 
students go through an orientation course where they 
learn about using the IBM computers and software 
available at the middle schools. In addition, sixth grade 
students are introduced to keyboarding concepts. At the 
high school level we offer half credit courses in computer 
applications and programming and a three credit career 
and technology education course called business data 
processing 

Teachers are periodically offered the opportunity to 
attend workshops and other inservice activities in order 
to become more familiar with the instructional resources 
which the computer has to offer. This combination of 
up-to-date computer hardware. and 
meaningful software greatly enhance the instructional 
program of each youngster in the Garrett County schools

CORRECTION 
July 19, 1992 


Background Scripture: 

Zephaniah 3 
Devotional Reading: 

Psalms 51: 10-19 

Often, it is bad enough that 
we sin, but many of us com 
pound our sin by refusing to 
aceept correction. This was at 
the heart of Zephaniah's proph- 
ecy against Judah: "Woe to her 
that is rebellious and defiled, 
the oppressing city? She listens 
to no voice she accepts no cor 
rection” (3: 1,2) 

Several decades ago, Rich 
ardson Dilworth was running 
for the office of Governor of 
Pennsylvania. He had been 
District Attorney in Philadel 
phia while I was in college and 
] admired the job he had done 
under difficult circumstances 
In the midst of that gubernato 
campaign, Dilworth was 
asked about a decision he had 
made several years previous in 
the midst of a serious strike 
Instead of hedging or fudging or 
brazening out his position, Mr 
Dilworth acknowledged that he 
had been wrong in the decision 
he had made. "Wrong"? A poli 
tician “wrong”? How could that

esty. Have you noticed that no 
ne in public life -- and private 
fe, too has ever done any 
thing really “wrong?” Every 


public official responds to any 
ind all accusations of wrongdo 


g with the explanation that 





he or she was misquoted, mis 
understood or maligned. How 
refreshing it would be to hear 
one of the present presidential 
candidates say, “Yes, I did do 
that and it was a mistake, a bad 
mistake!” 

As the old saying goes, 
"What's sauce for the goose is 
sauce for the gander." If it be 
hooves people in public life to be 
willing to accept correction and 
even to admit to mistakes and 

dare we use the word -- sins, 
what about us? How open to 
correction are we? How willing 
are we to consider that perhaps 
our actions are not as righteous 
as we might wish to believe? 
1AM NOT GOD 

Have you ever considered 
why it is that some people can 
never accept any correction or 
reproof? Contrary to what we 
might think, it is not because 
they think too highly of them- 
selves, but not highly enough. If 
you are a secure person, criti- 
cism is not devastating. If feel 
reasonably good about life and 
my relationship with God, it 
does not destroy me for some- 
one to suggest that I have acted 
unfairly or unjustly in a par- 
ticular situation. It will not have 
been my first failure nor my 
last one. I can live with the 
knowledge that 1 am not God. It 
is only when one's confidence is 
shaky that correction appears 
so threatening. In other words, 
defensiveness and self-righ- 
teousness are often signs of 
vulnerability 

The people against whom 
Zephaniah's prophecy was 
chiefly directed are notthe kinds 
of people we might expect to be 
the subjects of blame: “Her offi- 
cials within her are roaring li- 
ons; her judges are evening 
wolves that leave nothing til 
the morning. Her prophets are 
wanton, faithless men; her 
priests profane what is sacred, 
they do violence to the law" 
(3:3,4). These are not the nor 
mal malefactors of society 
drunkards, thieves, people of ill 
repute. God's greatest dissatis- 
faction is often with those of 
whom he expects more 

Dwight L. Moody once said 
that he had had more trouble 
with Dwight L. Moody than any 
other person he knew. At least 
he recognized it. Do I? Do you?

<00 A Warning To Farmers 


The Department of Health and Human Services asked 
that I alert farm families of a hazard of immediate concern 
Recently, in New York State it was learned that a female 
farm worker was scalped when her hair became entangled 
around the secondary driveshaft of a hay baler. Subsequent 
investigations identified four other similar incidents. All the 
victims were female, and each of the five entanglements 
involved hay baling equipment with a secondary driveline 
that powered a bale thrower at the rear of the baler. Each 
baler had a driveline that was covered above by a three-sided 
(inverted U-shaped shield) 

The machines involved in all of these incidents were New 
Holland Model Number 273 balers equipped with New 
Holland Model Number 54A bale thrower. New Holland has 


introduced a plastic tube retrofit device for the secondary 
driveline that, when installed correctly with the existing 
shield, reduces the exposure to the entanglement hazard. If 
you use the above equipment without this extra shield, you

Pesticide Ruling Called Setback 
For Ag Producers, Consumers 


A court ruling that four 
widely used pesticides are 
illegal for use on crops that 
are processed into foods 
could mean the removal of 
valuable crop protection 
tools, according to Farm 
Bureau 

The federal appeals 
court ruling struck down 
an Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency regulation that 
attempted to make two fed- 
eral acts -- the Federal Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act and 
the Federal Insecticide, 
Fungicide and Rodenticide 
Act -- more consistent. 

The FFDCA’s Delaney 
Clause prohibits use of any 
pesticide on crops if the pes- 
ticide residue becomes con- 
centrated in processed foods 
and if there is any evidence 
the pesticide can cause can- 
cer in animals or humans 
It is based on a “zero-risk” 
standard. Under FIFRA, 
however, EPA is allowed to 
weigh the benefits of pesti- 
cide use and set less strin- 
gent residue tolerances for 
raw agricultural commodi- 
ties 

The EPA policy was chal- 
lenged by five parties, in- 
cluding the Natural Re- 
aourcee Defense Council 
AFL-CIO and Public Citi- 
zen. The lawsuit focused on 
the pesticides benomy)l, 
phosmet, mancozeb and tri- 
fluralin, which are used on

ly 150 yards downstream on 
a rock. All three persons 
were transported to Garrett 
County Memorial Hospital 
where they were treated for 
exposure and exhaustion and 
later released 
"The efforts of all three of 
those people were heroic,” 
Yoder said. “They did every- 
thing they possibly could to 
save her. I can't emphasize 
that enough.” He also com- 
mended the quick response 
by the park rangers and all 
volunteers 
The family of the child 
was notified that afternoon 
after Yoder spoke with the 
Fresh Air Fund in New York 
City. The organization in 
turn notified the police de- 
partment, and officers went 
to the child’s home to inform 
the mother of the accident 
Yoder said a list of the 
mother’s friends was also 
obtained and several other 
people were notified of the 
tragedy so that they could 
offer support to the family 
DNR park rangers, the 
Maryland State Police Mede- 
vac helicopter, volunteer fire 
fighters from Oakland, Deep 
Creek, Deer Park, and 
Friendsville, and members of 
the Northern and Southern 
Garrett Rescue Squads were 
all on hand for the rescue 
effort coordinated by Rang- 
ers Roger Riley and Lisa and 
Dave Baker, which contin- 
ued at the river Thursday 
afternoon and evening with 
the 60-70 volunteers finally 
giving up at dusk.

"We were so fortunate to 
have the help of Roger Zbel 
and Phil Coleman. It was 
getting dark Friday, and 
more storms were expected, 
so they knew this last sweep 
down the river needed to be 
absolutely thorough. That's 
when they found her.” Yoder 
added that the river had 
receded six inches during the 
afternoon which helped the 
volunteers find the victim's 
body 

Because the death was 
unattended, an autopsy had 
to be performed in accor- 
dance with state laws. The 
child's body was transported 
to Baltimore early Saturday 
for the procedure, and was 
finally taken back to New 
York 

Thousands of children 
come to Maryland and sever- 
al other states every year 
through the Fresh Air Fund 
Andrea Kotuk, spokesperson

Earwigs -- Population Explosion 

I am now getting several calls a day about a black bug 
with pinchers. The Earwig is a common insect in the garden 
and around the home. Their most common characteristic 
feature is the pair of pinchers at the tip of the abdomen. They 
are reddish-brown and about 4 inch long. Earwigs have a 
varied diet. Some are primarily predators feeding on aphids 
insect larvae and snails. They also eat plant material such 
as seedling vegetables, flowers, fruit and foliage. Earwigs 
are considered a nuisance pest, and only cause significant

Con 
tinue this procedure until you're no longer catching them 
Crop Notes 

* A lot of mowed hay got rained on one or more times 
while a lot went into maturity before it could be stored. It is 
very important that you have a nutrient analysis of this 
forage 

* Field corn finally snapped into good growth. Fortu 
nately there was not very many insect problems this spring 
Slugs were the main problem, along with a few cutworms 

* The potato leafhopper is around. You will probably 
have to spray your alfalfa after the second cutting. Monitor 
before spraying 

A New Gypsy Moth Out West 

A “close cousin” of the European Gypsy Moth that we are 
familiar with hasjumped ship in the west coast parts. It’s the 
Asian Gypsy Moth. However, compared to its Asian cousin 
the moth common to our area may be a wimp. The Asian 
moth is more dangerous for several reasons 

* The female Asian moth is capable of flying up to 20-40 
miles and does so before she lays her eggs. The European 
moth is incapable of flight 

* The Asian moth eatsa much wider variety of food, about 
500 species of plants. This could spel! doom for the northwest 
timber industry. The Asian Gypsy Moth is hardier than the 
European, known to over-winter in the extreme cold of 
Siberia

“Today many of the gov 
ernment activities never 
take physical use of the 
land. Economic use is de 
nied just as much as in a 
physical taking of the land,

Wiseman Pleads 
Guilty To Robbery; 
PSI Is Ordered 


Terry J. Wiseman, 36, 
Oakland, pleaded guilty to 
the charge of robbery last 
week in Garrett County 
Circuit Court. Judge Fred A 
Thayer accepted the plea, 
revoked the bail, and ordered 
a pre-sentence investigation 
for the defendant. Wiseman 
is accused of robbing the 
First United National Bank 
and Trust in Oakland on 
January 7 of this year 

Two other charges 
against the defendant that 
were not prosecuted were 
theft and assault and 
battery. Wiseman reportedly 
entered the bank at approxi- 
mately 1 p.m. on Tuesday, 
Jan. 7, and handed a note to 
teller Gretchen Rush. The 
note read, "I have a gun. I 
want $6,000 now or you die!” 
According to the court 
document, Wiseman said to 
Mrs. Rush, “I mean it, you'll 
die.” and "I have a gun.” 

The teller laid a stack of 
money on the counter, later 
determined to be $3,950, and 
the defendant took the 
money and left the bank 
The money contained a 
packet of "bait money 
which is a series of bills with 
recorded serial numbers 
Photographs were taken of 
the defendant during the 
robbery, and were published 
in The Republican on the 
following Thursday. Accord- 
ing to the report, several 
persons contacted the 
Garrett County Sheriff's 
Office shortly after the 
paper’s publication and tips 
led Lt. Donald Tucker to the 
suspect's home 

Deborah K. Hershman 
reported to the police that 
Wiseman, her boyfriend, had 
come home that Tuesday 
afternoon and appeared to 
be nervous.
